Toronto, Oit., Oct. 25.—The alm ost 
Innum erable antennae of civilization 
constantly extending 
their outw ard 
reach into Canadian w ildernesses in 
quest of the crew of the m issing bal­ 
loon America II., had reported n o th ­ 
ing a$ tho passing time was com plet­ 
ing a full week since Alan R. Hawley, 
pilot, and A ugustus Post, aid, sailed 
from St. Louis in the international 
race. 
Not a new clew became available. 
Tho most promising one rem aining, 
probably, was that developed nearly 
five days ago im the report of a big 
yellow balloon sighted in passage over 
Kiskisink, Quebec. 
For system atizing plans for rea ch ­ 
ing this balloon's 
possible 
landing 
place and for organizing exploration 
parties to cover whatever districts may 
be decided upon after careful analysis 
of all available fac tors, bureaus w ere 
established at Ottawa and In Toronto. 
With tim arrival at Ottawa of Edm ond 
F. S tratton, of New York, representing 
the Aero Club of America, and W il­ 
liam Hawley, of New York, brother of 
the missing pilot, it was expected that 
extensive relief expeditions would be 
quickly 
inaugurated. 
Tile 
Canadian 
governm ent is continuing its active co­ 
operation. 


Hope and Fear at Once. 


The vast, practically unopened dis­ 
tricts northw ard from Georgian hay in 
Ontario, and that beyond 
Kiskisink 
are at once the hope and the fear of 
the searchers. 
In one or the other the aeronauts 
are believed to be. In either the odds 
against those trying to fight a way to 
an inhabited region are heavy. The 
report from R ichard Cole, a guide, th a t 
he and his canoeist companion saw a 
balloon crash Into a ibmse O ntario 
forest last T hursday and were unable 
to reach the spot, although it apjieared 
but a mile away, was quoted as show ­ 
ing the difficulties which even well 
equipped expeditions must meet. 
Those who know til*- district beyond 
Kiskisink, Quebec, are not surprised 
that the sky racers have not 
been 
heard from if they continued iuto th a t 
wilderness. T h ere tho Quebec ta Luke 
St. John railway, the Saguenay river 
and the St. Law rence hound a triangle 
of thousands of square miles of te rri­ 
tory. uninhabited save along the edges.

was upon this triangle th at the 
balloon was reported to have en tered 
at I o ’clock last Wednesday. 
From 
Kiskisink the balloon would have a 
flight of about 150 miles bel ore strik ­ 
ing the settled country again on the 
St. Lawrence, or if the course was not 
due west th e more sparsely settled 
country bordering the Sagm /uty river.

Spread the Manure. 
A pplying m anure In heaps is objec­ 
tionable for several reasons. T he labor 
o f 
handling 
is 
increased, 
there 
is 
danger from loss of decomposition and 
leaching, the m anure Is not uniform ly 
distributed, the spots beneath the heap 
being more thoroughly 
manured 
on 
account 
of 
the 
leaching. 
Storing 
m anure in very large heaps Is less ob­ 
jectionable. provided the heap Is care­ 
fully covered w ith earth and not a l­ 
lowed to lie too long. 
By applying 
broadcast the m anure Is spread more 
or less com pletely and evenly on the 
field, bt lng plowed in at once or al­ 
lowed to lie som e tim e on the surface. 
This is preferably practiced on the 
level field, w here there is little danger 
from surface w ashing. 
In late fall and 
early spring there is likely to be very 
little loss o f nitrogen.

E very farm that has a part o f Its 
land fenced In should have a limited 
num ber o f 
sheep. 
Professor 
Shaw 
says that from ten to tw enty head can 
he kept on IOO acres of land w ithout 
st ny cost to the ow ner for food, except 
in the winter. 
They will keep them 
selves very largely on what otherw ise 
would be lost. 
They can be utilized 
in trim m ing tip all the byplaces on the 
farm . 
They w ill eat much o f w hat 
the cattle have rejected, w ill trim out 
all or nearly all the weeds found In 
the pastures, and w hile thus engaged 
they will not seriously encroach on the 
supplies o f food for the cattle. 
Nei­ 
ther will the sheep foul the pasturers 
Ro that d airy cow s will not relish the 
same*. 
Sheep droppings lie close upon 
the ground and so scattered th at their 
presence in any one place is scarcely 
noticeable.
